You  have  been  hearing 
about  Public  Law  1|80  recent- 
ly and  naturally  you  are  won- 
dering what  it's  all  about, 
•vjhat  it  is,  its  purpose, etc. 

To  help  you  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  sonething  you 
mil  Miork  with,  excerpts 
from  the  speech  of  C.  H. 
Moseley,  Director,  CSS  Com- 
modity Office,  delivered  be- 
fore the  meeting  of  a group 
of  cooperative  grain  dealers 
of  the  coastal  bend  area  at 
Corpus  Christ!  on  November 
22  are  given  for  your  infor- 
mation; 

"The  novr  program  is  call- 
ed the  Agricultural  Trade 
Development  and  Assistance 
Act  of  195U." 

"Under  this  Act,  $700 
million  in  agricultural  com- 
modities may  be  sold  abroad 
for  local  currencies  over  a 
period  of  three  years.  Also, 
commodities  up  to  $300  mil- 
lion in  value  may  be  given 
to  friendly  peoples  abroad 
in  the  event  of  national 
disaster  or  famine.  That's 
a total  of  one  billion  dol- 
lars in  agricultural  pro- 
ducts and  CCC  stocks  will 
be  used  in  filling  many  of 
these  commitments." 

"The  Act  has  eight  broad 
objectives ; 

1.  The  development  of 
new  markets  for  U.  S.  agri- 
cultural commodities 

2,  The  acquisition  of 
strategic  and  critical 
materials 

3«  The  procurement  of 
military  equipment. 


U.  The  purchase  of  goods 
or  services  for  other 
friendly  countries 

5.  The  promotion  of 
balanced  economic  develop- 
ment and  trade  among  na- 
tions 

6 . The . payment  of 
United  States  obligations 
a.broad 

7«  The  promotion  of 
multilateral  trade  and 
economic  development

"The  Department  of  Agri- 
culture iTill  be  the  brea.d- 
basket  of  the  pr  ogram  and 
many  of  its  agencies,  such 
as  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service,  Agricultural  Mar- 
keting Service  and  Commodi- 
ty Credit  Corporation  will 
take  part . "

authorizes  sales  of  such,  *' 

"The  Agricultural  Trade 
Development  and  Assistance 
Act  is  in  its  infancy.  But 
already  it  is  beginning  to 
grow.  If  the  main  object- 
ives are  attained,  it  will 
bolster  foreign  markets 
for  our  products  and 
'strengthen  domestic  prices'.' 

According  to  estimates 
of  the  CSS  Grain  Division, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  there 
will  be  a considerable 
volume  of  sales  of  grain 
by  American  Exporters  to 
Foreign  Importers,  This 
will  cause  an  accelera- 
tion of  sales  of  CCC-owned 
grain  to  the  American  Ex- 
porters ivho  will  sell  the 
grain  under  the  provisions 
of  Title  I Public  Law  U80 
for  foreign  currency.  CSS 
Commodity  Offices  are  ex- 
pected to  experience  a 
greater  than  usual  work- 
load due  to  the  increased 
sales  of  CCC-owned  grain. 
Additionally;  Ccmimodity 
Offices  must  assume  a new 
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and  different  type  of 

workload  in  the  nature  of 
a Financing  Operation  with 
regard  to  sales  made  by 
Exporters  to  Foreign  m- 
porters  for  Foreign  Cur- 
rency. 

The  designated  Commodi- 
ty Office  is  the  control 
point  for  the  U.S.  Govern- 
ment for  dealing  directly 
with  such  Exporters.  The 
Commodity  Office  must  as- 
certain that  the  Exporters 
receive  payment  in  U.  S. 
Dollars  for  the  commodi- 
ties sold  for  Foreign  Cur- 
rency and  furnish  the 
Washington  Office  of  CCC 
with  appropriate  informa- 
tion for  their  use  in  ac- 
complishing exchange  of 
Foreign  Currency  for  U.  S. 
Dollars  through  the  U.  S. 
Treasury  Department.  In 
effect,  insofar  as  the  Ex- 
porter is  concerned,  the 
Commodity  Office  bee  canes 
the  focal  point  to  which 
he  can  look  for  the  con- 
trol of  payments  to  the 
Exporter  in  U.  S.  Dollars 
for  commodities  actually 
sold  for  Foreign  Currency.
